SUMMARY: LIKE EMBASSY NICOSIA, UKUN SEES EXTREMELY TENSE PERIOD 
AHEAD IN CYPRUS, WITH GRIVAS PROBABLY RESORTING TO MORE KIDNAPPING, 
BOMBINGS OF MAJOR INSTALLATIONS, ETC. NEVERTHELESS, BRITISH HERE 
SEE NO SIGN YET THAT HMG IS PREPARING TO MOVE AHEAD ON 
CONTINGENCY PLAN FOR REPRESENTATIONS RE GRIVAS. END SUMMARY. 

1. UKUN OFFICER RESPONSIBLE FOR CYPRUS (DAUNT) DESCRIBED TO MISOFF, 
DURING LATTER'S INTRODUCTORY CALL, CURRENT BRITISH THINKING 
ABOUT SECURITY OUTLOOK IN CYPRUS. IT CLOSELY PARALLELS EMBASSY 
NICOSIA ASSESSMENT (REFTEL). HMG BELIEVES EXTREMELY TENSE 
PERIOD LIES AHEAD. UK HIGH COMMISSION NICOSIA HAS REPORTED 
IT ANTICIPATES ESCALATING VIOLENCE, POSSIBLY INCLUDING 
FURTHER KIDNAPPINGS AND BOMBINGS OF MAJOR INSTALLATIONS. 

IT DOES NOT RULE OUT ASSASSINATION ATTEMPT ON ARCHBISHOP. 
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2. DAUNT SAID HE HAD AS YET SEEN NO SIGN THAT HIS GOVERNMENT 
WAS DUSTING OFF CONTINGENCY PLAN FOR RESPONDING TO INCREASED 
GIVVAS VIOLENCE (STATE 146047 AND PREVIOUS). RECENT CYPRUS 
DEVELOPMENTS, HE ADDED, SEEMED TO HIM JUST SORT OF SITUATION 
THAT CONTINGENCY PLAN WAS LOOKING TOWARD. 

3. DAUNT SAID UK CONTINUED BELIEVE IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO 
ASSOCIATE UNSYG WITH ANY DEMERCHE TO GREEK GOVERNMENT REGARDING 
GRIVAS. DIFFICULTY WAS THAT WALDHEIM AND USYG GUYER 
CONSIDERED GREEK PERMREP PANAYTACOS HOPELESSLY BIASED ON 
CYPURS. SHOULD UN REPRESENTATIONS BE NEEDED, DAUNT THOUGHT, 
WALDHEIM MIGHT WANT TO TRY TO TACKLE FONMIN CAVALIERATOS 
ABROAD, OR POSSIBLY AT UNGA.
